STRIKE 15 AVERTED 
IN AUTO INDUSTRY 
BY FIVE-DAY TRUCE 


National Automobile C. 
of C. Body To Consider 
General Johnson’s Medi- 
ation Plan Monday. © 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—(4)— 
A five-day truce in the struggle’ be- 
tween the automobile industry and the 
union men of its shops resulted today 
from the intervention of NRA in a 
determined effort to prevent a strike 
which might seriously threaten the re- 
covery program. 

With the executive committee of 
the Nationa] Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce called to consider on Mon- 


day a mediation plan proposed by 
Hugh S. Johnson, recovery adminis- 
trator, labor leaders postponed the 
threatened walkout until Wednesday. 

“If the answer is not satisfactory,.”’ 
said William Collins, chief organizer 
for the Detroit area, “the plants will 
be closed down Wednesday and work 
will remain suspended until the gov- 
ernment does enforce the national in- 
dustrial recovery act.” 

Principal Issue. 

The principal issue involved is the 
company union. American Federatiou 
of Labor officials asserted the right of 
organization set forth in the recovery 
act had not been permitted by the em- 
ployers of the industry. 

Instead, they contended, the employ- 
ers have sought to establish company 
dominated unions and have used co- 
ercion and discrimination to prevent 
their employes from joining other la- 
bor organizations. 

General Johnson suggested two 
metuods of settlement: (1) The cre- 
ation of a board which would hear and 
adjudicate the complaints of 
workers and employers, and 42) an 
election at which the workers would 
choose representatives for collective 
bargaining. 

hese were proposed to William 3%. 
Knudsen, executive vice president of 
General Motors, and spokesman for 
the industry. He was understood to 
have rejected the election idea and to 
have found some fault, too. with 
Johnson's suggestions for a concilia- 
tion board. 

Group Meets Monday. 

From a lengthy conference with the 
NRA chief, Knudsen emerged with av 
announcement that the executive com- 
mittee of the automobile chamber 
would meet in New York Monday to 
consider the situation and Johnson's 
proposals. The committee consists of 
Alvan MacAuley. Alfred P. Sloan Jr.. 
and Walter Chrysler. 

“The executive coinmittee will re- 
port with some proposal for action 
Tuesday morning or thereabouts,’ 
Knudsen said. He added it was his 
purpose to create some agency fo 
avert not only the threatened strike 
but others in the future as well.

AR MAIL AGTION 
VIOLATED RIGHTS 
STATES LINDBERGH 


Chamberlin Declares Two 
Lines, Including Eastern 
Air, Used Planes He 
Considered Unsafe.

WASHINGTON, March. 16.—(#)— 
Charles A. Lindbergh’s excoriation of 
the administration’s air mail bill as 
“‘unAmerican” before a senate com- 
mittee today was followed by testi- 


mony of another famous aviator, Clar- 
ence [D. Chamberlin, that two lines 
which formerly held air mail contracts 


had flown passenger planes he consid-- 


ered unsafe. 

Chamberlin said the companies were 
Eastern Air Transport and United Air 
Lines. He added that the ships which 
he thonght were “unsuitable for pas- 
sehger flving” had been replaced oy 
better craft. 

The witness agreed with Lindbergh 
that the section which would bar the 
companies whose contracts were scrap- 
ped from new awards if they pressed 
claims against the government should 
be removed from the bill. 

It was this provision which Lind- 
bergh termed “as contrary to Amert!- 
can liberty as anything I have ever 
seen.” 

The elimination of this section is 
regarded by postoffice committee mem- 
bers as a certainty. 

Lindbergh's views on the air mail 
episode have become well known since 
Postmaster-General Farley announced 
recently that contracts were scrapped 
because of fraud. 

His appearance today. however, gave 
him an opportunity to tell the mem- 
bers of the postoffice committee face 
to face what he thought of the meas- 
ure before them and to discuss the 
eanecellation aud aviation in general. 

Unattended and almost as boyish 
looking as in 1927 when he spanned 
the Atlantic with one leap. Lindbergh 
pushed his way through the crowd of 
spectators promptly at 10:30 a. m. 

He waited patiently while photo- 
graphers jostled and shoved in at- 
tempts to get their enmeras into bet- 
ter. positions. Then he flicked his 
still unrnly hair back with his. hand 
and took the witness chair. He tes 
tifiel in a clear voice, deliberately 
phrasing each word. and he _ never 
lost poise. Both democrats and re- 
publicans agreed he was a “good wit- 
ness,”

Efforts of a father-in-law to break « 
up a party when, he said, it got too 
rough Friday night resulted in the 
killing of one man and the serious 
wounding of another in a house at 
1084 Sanders avenue, S, E., accord- 
ing to police reports.

Donehoo and H. T. Robinson, who said 
that they took the pistol from Singer's 
hand when they arrived at the scene,

As Singer was ordering Goding to 
leave, according to his stury to police, 
Sixsmith interfered and started to- 
ward Singer, who drew his gun and 
opened fire, hitting Sixsmith in the 
head.

Goding escaped in the confusion 
and got into his car.

Lohr’s condition 
is very critical. The sheriff and 
Fields suffered slight wounds. 

Youngblood, who was facing a mur- 
der charge when he accompanied Dii- 
linger in a break from the Crown 
Point, Ind., jail on March 3, died 
this afternoon a few hours after he 
had shot it out with Sheriff Antwerp 
and three deputies. They had gone 
in search of a negro who boasted of a 
successful jail break, and cornered 
Youngblood in a small store.

HIKED 145 MILLION 


Long Court Battles Fore- 
east and Delayed Pay- 
ment of Taxes to State, 
Counties, Cities and Lo- 
cal School Districts. 


ATLANTA, FULTON 
TO BE HARDEST HIT 


Assessments of 25 Others, 
Including Southern Bell 
and Georgia Power To 
Be Fixed Next Week. 


Railroad and telephone companies 
which have successfully opposed Gov- 
ernor Eugene Talmadge’s efforts to 
reduce their rates Friday were handed 
huge increases in tax . assessments 
which are expected to precipitate a 
series of long court fights certain to 
result in delayed payments by the 
utilities not only to the state but also 
to the counties, municipalities and 
local school districts. 


The utility assessments announced 
Friday involved only a_ portion of 
those companies which have made re- 
turns. Others, including the Georgia 
Power Company and the Southern 
Bell Telephone Company, are to be 
announced next week. 

Three of the largest railroads af- 
fected by Friday’s announcement, the 
Seaboard, the Central and the Geor- 
gia and Florida, are in receivership 
and none of the 13 roads affected is 
paying dividends. , 

As soon as Comptroller General 
William B. Harrison announced the 
increased assessments, totaling ap- 
proximately $145,000,000, it was geu- 
erally forecast that no utility taxes 
would be paid this year and that 
counties, cities and school districts 
greatly dependent on utilities for 
revenue: were facing one of the se- 
verest years in their history. It also 
was generally predicted that it would 
be necessary further to reduce state 
appropriations which already have 
been cut 25 per cent. 

Atlanta, Fulton Hard Hit. 

Fulton county and the city of At- 
lanta, which get the largest share of 
utility taxes with the exception of 
the state, will be among the hardest 
hit. The utilities pay the county of 
Fulton about $375,000 a year and 
the city of Atlanta about $425,000 in 
ad valorem taxes. The city is not 
expected to lose that much, however, 
as the bulk of its revenue comes from 
the Georgia Power Company. The 
power company’s new assessment has 
not been announced but because it 
accepted rate reductions its -assess- 
ment increase is expected to be small 
and doubtless will be accepted by the 
company. It was impossible to fix 
the city’s losses accurately, but in 
round figures they were given at be- 
tween $150,000 and $175,000 a year.

Reach Pact Accord 


ROME, March 16.—(4)—A politi- 
cal consultative pact, stipulating that 
Italy, Austria and Hungary will seek 
each other’s mutual advice on matters 
of interest to. all three, will be signed 
tomorrow. a government spokesman 
announced tonight. 

The signers will be Premier Benito 
Mussolini. Chancellor Englebert Doll- 
fuss of Austria, and Premier Julius 
Goemboes of Hungary.

AUTO C. OF C. DIRECTORS 
VIGOROUSLY OPPOSE BILL 


DETROIT, Mich., March 16.—Vig- 
orous opposition to the labor bill 
called “the trade disputes act,” intro- 
duced in congress by Senator Wagner, 
of New York, was voiced here today 
by directors of the National Auto- 
mobile Chamber of Commerce repre- 
senting such leading manufacturers as 
General Motors, Chrysler Motors, 
Packard, Hudson, Graham-Paige, 
Hupp. Nash, Studebaker, Auburn and 
others. 

The bill, it is contended, would in 
effect unionize every industrial worker 
in the country, regardless of his own 
wishes, and would set up a labor dic- 
tatorship with power and authority 
exceeding anything yet experienced in 
the United States. Spokesmen for the 
manufacturers said the bill would re- 
sult in giving the labor union official! 
Virtual domination over American in- 
dustrial life, and that everybody, 
from the farmer with more than one 
man in his employ to the large manu- 
facturer with thousands dependent 
upon him for their livelihood, might 
be subject to the whim of some irre- 
sponsible professional labor organizers. 

Bill Declared Unjust to Workers. 

Declaring the bill inimical to the 


best interests of employes themselves, 
and fatal for employers, the directors 


'of the National Automobile Chamber 


of Commerce asserted that they were 
convinced that the bill, if passed, 
would dip heavily into the pocket- 
books of the men and women 
America. 

Higher constant labor 
trouble, strikes, and lockouts would 
be among the consequences of this 
act, the automobile chamber of com- 
merce said. adding that the effect 
also would be to subject the whole 
country to the dangers of a universal 
closed shop and a national strike in- 
volving workers in every industry. 

In pointing out evils which it said 
were inherent in the Wagner bill, the 
National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce joined the steel industry, 
which is already opposed to the meas- 
ure, and other leading industrial 
groups, in seeking to keep their in- 


prices, 


dustries out of the hands of organized | 


minorities, which, the manufacturers 
contend have interests to serve other 
than the interests of employes and 
employers. 

“Even during the World War. when 
unions reached their greatest 
strength,” the automobile manufac- 
turers said in their statement, “union 
labor organizers were able to enlist in 
their voluntary membership drives less 
than 10 per cent of the gainful em- 
ployed workers in America. 

“Such organizers are now trying to 
legislate men into unions, to set up 
so-called organized labor as the over- 
lord of all American labor, in a po- 
sition to extract dues from present 
non-members by coercive methods, and 
primarily in perpetuating 
the jobs of a labor bureaucracy.

It is fair 
to assume that the public, when it 
knows the facts, will demand for its 
proteetion the same measure of regu- 
lation applied to labor unions as is 
applied to business. The Wagner bill 
imposes additional regulations and 
penalities only upon employers, and 
none whatever upon the national la- 
bor organization. 


“The automobile industry gives di- 
rect fattory employment to nearly a 
quarter of a million people. As many 
more get their livelihood in sales and 
service activities.

3 YOUNG SISTERS, 
TRAPPED IN HOME, 
BURNED TO DEATH 


GEORGETOWN, Del., March 16. 
(P)—-Three young sisters burned to 


death and their brother’s back was 
broken when he leaped to safety late 
last night as fire destroyed their farm- 
home 13 miles south of Georgetown. 

The dead were Viola, 13; Louise, 
5, and Mary Frances Hudson, 2. 
Marshall Hudson, 8, is in a critical 
condition. 

The parents, Mr. and Mrs. Harold 
Hudson, discovered the tragedy on 
their return from a visit to a neigh- 
bor farmer a mile away. 

Marshall told physicians that Vi- 
ola upset an oil lamp as the children 
‘}were retiring. He said the lamp was 
at the top of the stairway and that 
as Viola brushed by it her clothing 
ignited. In attempting to beat out 
the flames, she knocked the lamp 
over. 

She tried to extinguish the blaze, 
but within a few seconds the fire and 
smoke swept up the steps and trapped 
the children.

Hope otf Restoring | Human Life 
Advanced in Dog Experiments 


BERKELEY, Cal., March 16.—() 
Two deal dogs brought back to life 
by the magic of science gave a doctor 
hope today that human life may be 
restored, 

Not that the goal is tesnnita tele in 
sight. ‘The operation was a partial 
success but the two dogs died all over 
again. 

Dr. Robert E. Cornish, biologist of 
the University of California, directed 
the experiments yesterday. The dogs 
were asphyxiated with nitrogen gas 
and pronounced dead. 

Then injections of adrenalin, hep- 
arin and oxygen were administered, 
combined with a “‘teeter-totter” device 
to restore the circulation of the blood. 
The doctor said that heart action and 
respiration were restored. One dog, a 
fox terrier, lived again for four hours. 
Another, also a terrier, came back for 
five hours. 

The trouble with the dogs, Dr. Cor- 
nish said, was that on their return 
journey they didn’t seem to take an 
interest in things. Neither appeared 
to regain consciousness. 

A record kept by the scientists 
showed the second dog, proclaimed 
dead from nitrogen gas at 12 :34 p. 
m., started to live again 9 minutes 
later as indicated by the first heart 
beats. At 12:53, respiration was well 
under way. The dog soon twitched. 
gave knee reflexes, moved its lips and

eyes. At 4 p. m., the respiration and 
pulse approached normal. An hour 
later the breathing became labored 
anc: at 6 p. m. “re-death occurred.” 
Dr. Cornish said he will continue 
his experiments and - that if “con- 
sciousness” can be added to the re- 
stored organic functions “life may be 
prolonged for a considerable period.” 
He hopes that, if successful, the 
knowledge can be applied to revive 
persons struck dead by electric shocks, 
heart attacks and other similar causes.

COLLIER’S FINE WORK. 


The service of no other agency 
of the federal government has been 
more revolutionized during the past 
year than the bureau of Indian af- 
fairs, which, under the direction of 
Commissioner John Collier, former 
Atlantan, has made marked prog- 
ress in the development of a pro- 
gram to extend to the Indian the 
square deal to which he is enti- 
tled but which he has never re- 
ceived. 

Mr. Collier was selected for this 
position by Secretary of the in- 
terior Ickes because of his long 
familiarity with Indian affairs and 
his close study of their needs and 
problems. No other man in the 
United States has worked so long 
and so intelligently in the interest 
of the Indian as he has, both as a 
private citizen and for many years 
as an official of organizations hav- 
ing the securing of justice for the 
Indians as their objective. 

Commissioner Collier sponsored 
the Howard-Wheeler bill, now be- 
ing considered by committees of 
both the senate and house, and is 
now touring the various reserva- 
tions to explain its purposes to the 
Indians. 

The bill calls for radical changes 
in the government’s policies to- 
wards its Indian charges and con- 
templates a greater preservation of 
their lands and the extension to 
them of increased self-government 
privileges. 

One of the blackest records in 
American history is the manner in 
which the Indian has been merci- 
lessly exploited. He has been 
shunted from one place to another 
‘and given but little to say about 
the determination of his own af- 
fairs. 

Under Commissioner Collier’s 
administration the bureau is now 
rendering powerful aid in securing 
justice for the Indian. The passage 
by congress, which seems assured, 
of the bill sponsored by Commis- 
sioner Collier will undoubtedly 
mean the beginning of a new day 
for the Indian in which he will be 
given the square deal to which he 
is entitled.

Martha 
Berry. 


Future generations of Americans 
will acclaim the work of Martha Ber- 
ry, head and founder of the Berry 
schools near Rome, Ga., as one of the 
most significant contributions in the 
upbuilding of a distinctively Ameri- 
can culture. Today, that vast enter- 
prise is, in my estimation, far too 
much looked upon as a_ noble piece 
of human reclamation work. It is far 
more than that. If the civilization of 
the America of the future is to be 
stamped with the mark of Angio- 
Saxon national genius, it must be ob- 
vious that the present cultural back- 
wardness and disintegration of that 


solid block of population which is 
of pure Anglo-Saxon stock to be found 
in the southern mountains, is a dis- 
aster of the first magnitude. 

Of course, I know the fault is not 
theirs, Their condition: is directly 
traceable to the Civil War. Their an- 
cestors were so completely crushed 
and bereft of recuperative opportuni- 
ties that they could not rise above the 
struggle for every day existence. The 
condition of the southern mountaineers 
today ought to be a reminder to us 
of the devastating consequences of 
war. Seventy years almost. have 
elapsed since that bitter and titanic 
Struggle and still its traces have uot 
been wiped out and still its evil con- 
Sequences are with us. It is the merit 
of Martha Berry not only to have 
been an angel of mercy, but also to 
have set in motion a process of na- 
tional regeneration which is bearing 
fruit today and which will ultimately 
be one of the cornerstones of the 
new American civilization. 

In her little mountain  repubiic, 
which is the size of the grand duchy 
of Luxemburg, Miss Berry has cre- 
ated the nucleus of a new south. We 
can see now that the Berry schools 
are a generating station as it were, 
Which is slowly, but with increasing 
tempo, infusing new cultural health 
and life into the national body. Her 
work is of beneficent value to all of 
us. We all know of the proverbial 
ingratitude of republics, but it is yet 
time, it seems to me, to acknowledge 
our debt of gratitude to Martha Berry 
for giving her life and fortune to an 
enterprise of so precious a value as 
the Berry schools. 

Hers is a practical idealism, a faith 
that has removed mountains, moun- 
tains of ignorance, neglect and back- 
wardness. We must not leave it to 
future generations to call her blessed. 
We must say it now. I looked upon 
the work of Martha Berry the other 
day and I said to myself: “Not those 
who say: Lord. Lord, but those who 
do the will of the Father .

NOW IS THE TIME TO LAY IN 

A SUPPLY OF FOOL-PROOF 

_ COUGH MEDICINE, 

It is with considerable reluctance 
that I offer this advice at this time. 
I know a lot of ¢asual readers will 
take it as acquiescence on my part to 
the false and unhealthful assumption 
that cold weather or dampness or 
sudden change has something to do 
With “coughs and colds.” Let every 
reader understand clearly that I do 
not abate one jot or tittle from the 
teaching that such natural atmos- 
pheric conditions have nothing to do 
with respiratory disease. It should 


4 be easy to prove scientifically or ex- 


perimentally that cold causes or pre- 
disposes to some such illness, if there 
is any foundation for the quaint be- 
lief. But somehow the scientific in- 
vestigators who try to prove it in- 
variably fail to get the evidence they 
seek. 

What I call “cri” is by no means 
what people commonly eall “colds.” 
“Cri” is simply a tentative name for 
any acute illness or _ indisposition 
which has the ordtnary characteris- 
tics of one of the common respira- 
tory infections; an honest name to 
give your ailment until a _ definite 
diagnosis can be made, and_ the 
trouble duly ticketed diphtheria, 
scarlet fever, measles, coryza, ton- 
silitis, septic sore throat, or what 
have you. By calling it “cri” pend- 
ing the development of the illness or 
the making of a diagnosis, we give 
fair warning to everybody that the 
trouble is probably communicable. On 
the other hand, if you insist on call- 
ing it a “cold” you merely reserve 
the right t6 pepper every ignorant or 
trusting soul who happens to come 
within your conversational spray 
range in the early stage of the ill- 
ness; Remember, it is in the early 
stage, the stage of onset, before the 


| victim is ill enough to give up and 


take to bed, that such diseases as 
measles, infantile paralysis, scarlet 
fever, epidemic meningitis are most 
communicable. 

Any one who has a caugh of long 
standing and fools with cough medi- 
cine instead of procuring proper med- 
ical treatment for the condition re- 
sponsible for the cough, is likely to 
have the cough a long time, prob- 
ably would not be happy without it 
anyway.

Key will oppose any further salary 
reductions with every force at his com- 
mand. The Aaah afternoon dis- 
patched $75, to Miss Shepperson 
as a partial payment of the $150,000 
now due federal authorities under an 
agreement between administration 
leaders and Miss Shepperson.

It ap- 
pears to me that the sane way to get 
that would be to debit the 1932 schvol 
book bill amounting to about $88,000 
against schools, and then to make de- 
partmental personnel cuts recommend- 
ed by the budget commigsion to save 
about $70,000 more. That would give 
us a balanced budget, and enable us 
to carry on without any further sal- 
ary cuts for non-school employes. 

“The time is near for us to act. 
We can not longer delay this matter 
without giving Miss Shepperson as- 
surance that we will meet our pay- 
ments, and on time. I appeal for the 
co-operation of council in meeting the 
crisis. 

“We cannot afford to allow the fed- 
eral government to withdraw the 
funds from Atlanta. If they should 
be withdrawn, we would have to 
spend many times more than $50,000 
a month to keep people from stary- 
ing, much less providing them a living 
wage. Withdrawal of the funds at 
this time is unthinkable. We must 
act, and act now.” 

Letter From CWA Head. 

Text of Miss Shepperson’s letter to 
the mayor and council, which was de- 
livered Friday to the mayor, follows:

“City of Atlanta,

“Purstant to our letter of March 
9, in which we called your attention 
fo the fact that no relief money had 

een received from the city of At- 
lanta for relief of destitute families 
in this city, as per our agreement 
which is hereby refetred to, as con- 
tained in your letter of December 28, 
1933, and, further that we would re- 
gret to withdraw all relief funds from 
the city if this agreement was not 
complied with: 

“I would like to make our position 
perfectly clear. Our agreement called 
for a monthly contribution of $350,000. 
To date we have received nothing, 
aml the city owes us, on this basis, 
$150,000. | 

“It is necessary that we know at 
once as to when we are to receive 
the amount of money already due 
and that we are assured the $50,000 
will be paid to our organization 
promptly for each current month. 

As much as we would regret taking 
such action, unless we can come to a 
satisfactory agreement with the city 
of Atlanta, we will have to withdraw 
all relief funds from the city on 
April 1 

“In the new work program which 
is to ibe inaugurated April 1, upon 
the close of civil works, we would ex- 
pect the city of Atlanta to furnish 
the funds for materials for all work 
projects that may be undertaken. 
Such funds for materials shall be in 
addition to the $50,000 above men- 
tioned.

TROLLEY JOYS NEW YORK, March 16.—The revolution has

It has also taken me back to the street car, and I have reason 
to suspect that I am one of a great many who had not ridden on a 
Street car, except, possibly, for a short haul, in some years. It is 
interesting riding. 

In a cab I seem to get only a blurry notion of the surroundings 
outside. That may be due to the fact that | am always helping 
the driver ¢o drive and performing body-English to dodge the “L’’ 
pillars and trucks. There is no scenery in the subway and I can’t 
a much use of the “L’”’ because I do not know where the elevated 

nes go. 

For my street car tour I selected the Third Avenue line. It.was 
a summer car of the open-face model with false sides bolted on for 
the winter. The motorman, who was:also the conductor, was not 
as sociable as most taxi drivers, but there was a rule which said 
he wasn’t supposed to engage in idle conversation, and anyway he 
was kept pretty busy letting them on and letting them off, making 
change and watching his traffic lights. It seemed a nerve-wracking 
job, what with automobiles skidding close alongside on the ice and 
people picking their way across the tracks on foot, head down, put- 
ting it up to him to miss them. People seem to think that the 
Street cars had better not hit them, because, if hit, they will sue. 


SALOON CITY Down in the subway I wouldn’t have realized 

how enthusiastically the old-time open saloon 
has come back in New York. They do not have them on Broad- 
way or Sixth or Fifth, but over on Third the yellow lights were 
shining again behind steamy windows and the boys could be seen, 
from the shoulders up, lined along the bar®, on both sides of the 
street, taking their beers and their shots precisely as of old. Law 
observance was maintained on a 50 per cent basis. Every other 
customer sat on a high stool and there was a standee leaning on his 
elbows along the cherrywood between each pair of sitters. It was 
along toward midnight but business seemed to be very good, al- 
though you couldn’t tell from a street car going by, or waiting for 
the light to change, what proportion of the customers were squt- 
ters, spending the night over one round. 

At any rate, except that the word saloon seems to have been 
dropped out of respect for Mr. Roosevelt’s pledge that the saloon 
must never come back, and the words ‘“‘bar” or ‘‘grill’’ substituted, 
the old-time saloon is back in great numbers along Third avenue. 
Just on sight 1 wondered if this boon had been worth fighting and 
drinking for so hard for 13 years. Some of us got to thinking of 
them as places of great charm during the long drouth. 


OLD TIMES AGAIN There was an ad for shoe polish in our 


Street car—the first shoe polish ad | 
had seen in a long time. People with taxicab feet get out of the 
habit of shining their own shoes and the publications nowadays 
don’t seem to carry much of this copy. But they had such an ad 
in the Third avenue car as it ran uptown and another one by that 
old publicity lover, Mrs. Lydia Pinkham, whose undying love for 
the human race is sometimes sung by college boys on beer nights 
in the frat houses. 

This Joe, who runs the Joe’s coffee pots, and Bill, who runs 
the Bill’s Places, seem to be having a rotten time of it. There must 
be a hundred of Joe’s places and 80 of Bill’s up Third avenue but 
in most of them there was not a soul to be seen but Joe, or Bill, 
reading the paper on the counter, and yawning and scratching. In 
one place Joe had a row of bottles of orange drink and sarsparilla 
in the window and a bottle of ketchup in the center. Next door 
in the Emerald Grill, or the Erin, for it is still pretty Irish along 
there, a big business was going on, with three barmen, or stewards, 
as 1 suppose we will be calling them now, in action behind the 
counter. 

The Old Reliable Positively Must Vacate Store was closed for 
the night but the windows were bright with wonderful bargains, and 
there were window shoppers peering in even as late as that, at most 
of the Everything Must Go Stores and the Lost Our Lease establish- 
ments. 

At+125th street we turned east but I wanted to see the old- 
fashioned saloons some more, so 1 got off and came back down, 
arriving home o. k. I have some travel folders for some cross-town 
lines in the Bronx, but the Third Avenue Line, for comfort, scenery 


and all, is worth a tour.

British. Tars Are Paid Tribute 


(Copyright, 1934, by The Associated Press.) 

HONGKONG, China, March 16.— 
(P)X—A gallant tribute to British tars 
who saved 187 American sailors from 


fiery death on the flaming nboat 
Fulton came today from the Fulton’s 
skipper, Commander Harry McHenry, 
United States navy. 

While the Fulton, a United States 
navy craft, still burned on pirate wa- 
ters north of Hongkong, Commander 
McHenry and his men—safe in har- 
bor here—recounted their harrowing 
experiences. 

They were brought in Thursday 
by the British destroyer H. M. 8, 
Wishart—which saved them—and the 
steamer Tsinan, a commercial vessel. 
All weer taken off by 10 o’clock Thurs- 
day night. . 

The fire, which broke out in the 
Fulton’s engine room about 6:30 
o’clock yesterday evening, was expect- 
ed to roar for hours as tugs began 
towing her toward Hongkong today. 

As he told the story of the thrilling 
escape to the Associated Press, Com- 
mander McHenry plainly showed the 
effects of the ordeal. His face was 
haggard, lined by worry and fatigue. 
He had not had time to shave. 

“I am very proud of the way the 
crew of the Fulton carried on and 
performed their duties under trying 
circumstances,” he said. 

Then he added: 

“I cannot speak too highly of the 
courageous action of the crew of the 
Wishart, whose display of seamanship 
‘will go down in naval annals.” 

The eight injured men included T. 
A. Javilla. Filipino cook boy, broken 
leg: Marine P. F. C. Scheneverk, 
crushed fingers; Electrian Bourke, se- 
‘rious spinal injuries in fall when 
transferrine to Wishart; Coxswain 
Heald, badly gassed; Cook Schmitt, 
badly burned hand. 

In heavy seas at the scene of the 
fire—about 50 miles northeast of 
Hongkong and six miles from Single 
Island—the Wishart responded to the 
Fulton's calls. 

“By very masterly seamanship in 
rough weather,” Commander McHen- 
ry related, “Commander Todd, of the 
Wishart, placed her bow against ours 
and we were able to jump across.” 

Earlier three boatloads of sick bay 
patients and their attendants were 
put out. They were taken on by the 
Tsinan. All were reunited for an 
“all-present-and-accounted-for”’ check 
aboard the H. M. S. Cumberland at 
Hongkong. 

Another British vessel. the H. M. 
S. Whitshed, arriving after a spurt 
from Hongkong under forced draft, 
stood by through the night and was 
joined by two admiralty tugs this 
morning. 

Then, although the Fulton was still 
blazing and there was a likelihood of 
her magazine exploding, a salvage 
party from the Whitshed boarded her. 


Later, the tow toward Hong Kong 
began. 
It was understood the Fulton was 


burnt out badly astern, but that the 
fore part of the ship was more or less 


undamaged. 


“Without the assistance of the 
Wishart’s crew,” said Commander Mc- 
Henry, “it is certain many on our 
ship would have been crushed in mak- 
ing the transfer.”

The Fulton—216 feet long, with a 
tonnage of 1,160—was en route to 
Foochow, China, on patrol duty 
against pirates when she was engulfed 
in flames. There were no other Amer- 
ican ships near. 

She is known as the navy’s “Grief 
Ship,” because of previous mishaps. 
In 1922, she drifted three days off 
Cape Hatteras with a broken propeller 
shaft. Commissioned in 1914, she was 
one of the first American vessels 
equipped with Diesel engines,

is intruding at the windows, saying ‘I’m here. Pay some at- 
tention to me!” 

“‘Say,”’ said Wilbert Robinson, president of the 

- Crackers and for 50 years a great figure in baseball, 

“you don’t steal from the catcher. It’s all wrong, giv- 

ing the catcher a jeer every time a base is stolen.” 

“How come?” asked this reporter lazily, bending an ear 
to Spring, who was pretty persistent over there at the window. 
“Why, you steal from the pitcher, that’s why,” said 

Wilbert Robinson, who was steamed up and not pay- 

ing any attention to spring. 

“If a pitcher would do his duty the catcher would throw 
out nine out of ten base stealers. The duty of a pitcher is to 
hold those base runners back there at the bags. And they 
don’t do it. Not much, anyhow. They let them get too much 
of a lead. It’s a hard thing to teach and its neglected.” 


“‘A left-hander has got an advantage in that move- 
ment to first,’”’ said this reporter. 

Your Uncle Wilbert Robinson snorted. ‘He has, has he? 
Well, I like that. He has? Well, well! So he has, eh? Well, 
the greatest movement to first that baseball ever saw was by 
a right-hander. Fellow name of Jimmy Gallivan. Pitched for 
Buffalo in the old American association when it was the rival 
of the National and just as strong. 

“‘He was right-handed. And he could pick them 
off the bags. I remember once—I was with the Ath- 
letics—he caught me off first. Stovey, our manager, 
said, ‘That’s cost you $25, Kid.’ And in that game 
Gallivan caught him off twice. When the game was 
over he said, ‘That $25 don’t go, Kid.’ It’s an art. 
They don’t study it now.” 

This fellow Gallivan, who pitched baseball’s first no-hit 
game, back in 1876 at lona, Mich., has a greater record than 
Mathewson, Johnson or Alexander. He must have been quite 
a thrower. 

And Wilbert Robinson was no bad base runner. He has an 
aldermanic front nowadays but when he was with the Athletics 
he stole 42 bases in one season. Which isn’t so bad. 


STRUCK OUT BY CATCHER—THREE. 

Until the day he died the late Charley Comiskey never 
forgave Wilbert Robinson for striking out three of his hitters 
with a man on third and second and none out. 

It happened in this fashion. 

In those days a foul tip, when caught, was out. 

No matter if on first or second or third strike. And 

Wilbert Robinson, who was a cagey sort of fellow back 

there behind the plate, had his mitt arranged. He had 

some sole leather sewed on the back of his mitt. 
; And Wilbert Robinson caught right up -under the batter. 
When the bat came back and started forward he used to lift 
his mitt. The bat, striking that hard sole leather, would make 
“ noise as if the bat had tipped the ball. 
, The trick was expedited by the fact that there was 
only one umpire in those days. 
* On this particular day the Comiskey club had a man on 
third and one on second. And none out. 
Wilbert Robinson tipped the mitt on the bats of 
three straight batters and then caught the ball to get 
- credit for three outs. 
‘* Years later when Comiskey used to come to Georgia and 
visit Robby at Dover Hall he would wag his head and say, 
“Robby, Robby, | never will forget those three times you got 
our three batters.”’

Did you know that Sammy Byrd, 
the spare outfielder of the New 
York Yankees and Babe Ruth’s under- 
study, was a Georgian? 

Well, we didn’t, until we began this 
ramification through the histories of 
the various Georgians in sport. 

We discovered that Samuel Dewey 


Byrd was born in Bremen, Ga. (close 
to the Alabama line), on Qctober 15, 
1907, and that while he did most of 
his ball playing outside of the state, 
he still claims Georgia as his home. 
Sammy Byrd, be it said, is one of the 
most talented young men playing ball 
in the major leagues today. He is 
probably the best golfer of all the ball 
players. In fact, Sammy is so clever 
on the links and such a powerful, 
straight driver that it has been sug- 
gested he turn golf pro when he is 
through with baseball. 

He shoots an excellent game, in 
the lower seventies, and is just about 
as good at golf as he is at baseball. 


QUITE A HITTER. 


Sammy Byrd also is quite a hitter 
in baseball. It is pretty touch on an 
outfielder to have to sit around for 
four years and* fill-in for guys like 
Babe Ruth and Harl Combs and Ben 
Chapman, when they get hurt. That 
has been Sammy Byrd’s job, yet he 
has managed to play over 100 games 
a season for the Yanks the last two 
years and bat around .300. He has 
a knack of poling out home runs in 
the pinch and as long as he can do 
that, he will continue to stick around. 
Being in and out of the lineup, it is 
difficult to do very much, but Sam- 
my managed to chime in with an ex- 
tra-base hit or so every once in awhile. 
In 1932 he hit two home runs in a 
game against the Athletics—the open- 
ing game of the season against that 
club. 

The most ball playing* that Sammy 
ever did in the south was with Knox- 
ville in the South Atlantic league in 
1927. He batted .331 that season and, 
as we recall, he was called “Black 
Byrd” by the fans, his first name 
having been lost in its obscurity. That 
season attracted the notice of the Yan- 
kees, however, and he was purchased 
by that club and farmed to Albany 
of the Eastern league in 1928, where 
he batted .331, including 15 home runs. 
He has been with the Yankees ever 
since, and while never classed as a 
regular, hopes to become one when 


Sammy Byrd, of the Yankees. 


Babe Ruth’s now wobbly legs give out 
on him. 

Sammy Byrd’s fielding also has im- 
proved greatly, along with his hitting. 
He handled 121 chances in the out- 
field for the Yankees in 1932 and 
made only one error. 

Byrd was a star athlete at Simpson 
High school in Birmingham and was 
signed by Birmingham when he was 
only 18 years old. He was farmed 
out to Jonesboro, Ark., in what was 
then called the Tri-State league, and 
batted 3.48 in 59 games. He was 
sent to Knoxville the next year, and 
the Yankees bought him from Bir- 
mingham after his season there. 

Byrd weighs 175 pounds, is 5 feet 
10 1-2 inches tall and bats and throws 
righthanded. In 19382 he married 
a Birmingham girl and makes his 
winter home there.

The normal odds against any sin- 
gle entry’s winning the U. S. open 
are at lecst 10 to 1. ‘Jones chopped 
these figures to ‘2 to 1 before he 
quit. From 1922 through 1930 he

This showing means that he was 
pretty close to even money against 
the field. Any ‘one betting even 
inmoney on Jones from 1923 through 
1930 would have won four bets and 
lost four bets

Aiat Polinson Was Commundes 


Of Cruiser Divisions in World War 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, March 16.—Rea 
Admiral Marbury Johnson, U. S. N., 
retired, who died at his home in Cuth- 
bert, Ga., yesterday, was an active 
figure in the American naval forces 
during the World War. 

Reviewing his distinguished record, 
navy, department officials pointed out 
today that he had command of the 
third and fourth divisions of squadron 
2 of the cruiser force of the Atlantic 
fleet, flying his own flag on the U: & 
S. Denver. He was appointed rear 
admiral in 1917. | 

Admiral Johwson was born in Al- 
bany, Ga., December 2, 1860, and-ap- 
pointed a cadet midshipman from the 
second district of Georgia in 1878, 
graduating from the naval academy 
in 1882. After. service with the coast 
survey and fisheries commission he 
was ordered to duty in the office of 
naval intelligence in the navy depart 
ment in 1831, later completing the 
course at the naval war college at 
Newport. In 1898 he served in the 
U. S. S. San Francisco and the U. S. 
S. Cassius. 

After service in the U. S. S. Prairie 
as executive officer in 1900 and later 
in the U. S. S. Dolphin, Admiral 
Johnson, then a lieutenant, was or- 
dered to the republic of Venezuela as 
assistant to the United States minister

UNTERMEYER TALKS 
OF “COMMONPLACE” 
IN CURRENT WRITIN’ 


Two things have happened to Ameri- 
can literature since 1900, Louis Un- 
termeyer told an audience at Agnes 


Scott College Friday night. Our lit- 
erature has become “actually Ameri- 
can” in that period and the men and 
women who have made it has dis- 
covered the glory of the common- 
place. 

Mr. Untermeyer, who is one of 
America’s leading poets and critics, 
feels that the poet is the “true spokes- 
man” of this discovery of the com- 
monplace. Poetry is simplified now, 
he said, and is being written to be 
read. 

Before 1900, he said, America had 
got its music from Germany, its cul- 
ture from France, and its literature 
from England.

TRADE DISCUSSED 
BY U.S. AND ITALY 


Exchange of Italian Silk, 
Wine for Cotton, Films 
Suggested. 


ROME, March 16.—An exchange of 
Italian wine and silk for American 
cotton and films was suggested by 
American experts today as a possible 
basis for an increase in foreign trade 
between the two countries. 

There are few points of barter Italy, 
however, will permit because Premier 
Benito Mussolini is rigorously protect- 
ing mechanical and farm industries 
from foreign competition, and little 
hope of a lowering of the barriers is 
seen, 

Wine and silk are Italy’s two chief 
export products. Italy needs a larger 
world market, and might be induced 
to do something about a mutual ac- 
cord which would include American 
cotton and the showing of American 
movie films, it was reported. 

On other products, the experts 
aren't so sure. Talk of barter has 
largely been confined to a few items. 

Italy is struggling mightily to keep 
her automobile industry on a profit- 
able basis. Unless tariff walls are 
kept up, that industry will collapse, 
because Italian machines cannot com- 
pete with American cars on a straight 
price basis, 

In similar fashion, the country is in 
the middle of what the fascists call a 
“battle” to become self-sustaining in 
agriculture. 

After eight years of effort, Italy has 
brought wheat production up to her 
requirements and importation of that 
staple is practically prohibited. 

The “battle” will continue until 
most other products also are on such 
a basis. 

Cotton is one product outside of 
this plan. Production is being stimu- 
lated in the African colonies, but this 
colonial fibre does not show any signs 
of filling the demand here. Cotton im- 
portation is, therefore, necessary. 

Premier Mussolini wants to stimu- 
late the development of the Italian 
motion picture industry, and foreign 
films are restricted. 

However, the Italian industry 
shows little tendency to respond effi- 
ciently to this protective measure and 
it is felt that in the interest of other 
practical agreements, the government 
might grant concessions to American 
film companies.

MIAMI, Fla.. March 16.—(4)— 
Having completed an economic survey 
trip by airplane to Puerto Rico and 
the Virgin Islands, Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt sped northward by train to- 
ward Washington tonight to observe 
her 29th wedding anniversary with her 
husband tomorrow. 

Smiling and in high spirits, the 
first lady alighted shortly after noon 
from a commercial air liner that had 
carried her on a_ 2,836-mile flight 
through Cuba, Haiti, San Domingo, 
Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands 
that started from here March 6. 

Mrs. Roosevelt is due to arrive in 
Washington at 1:30 p. m. tomorrow, 
where with her husband they will ob- 
serve their wedding anniversary. Sun- 
day, a celebration has been arranged 
for her son, Franklin Jr., who ob- 
served a birthday anniversary last 
Tuesday. The president's mother, 
Mrs. James Roosevelt, is to be the 
only other family guest.

Its clever lines are all 
used to full value and the develop- 
ment of the plot is just fast enough 
to leave time for proper appreciation 
of the remarkably ffine acting and 
sumptuous settings that feature the 
film. 

Frederic March, in the role of 
Death, both in his shadowy appear- 
ance and in his human guise as Prince 
Sirki, achieves what shguld rank as 
his finest performance. Certainly it 
is far ahead of his “Dr. Jekyll and 
Mr. Hyde” role, despite the fact that 
he won the Academy medal for the 
best performance of that year. It will 
be a remarkable actor who'steals that 
honor from him this year, after his 
work in this new picture. 

Attention should also be drawn, 
though hardly necessary, to Evelyn 
Venable in the role of Grazia.

Cotton was lower today in a quiet 
market under liquidation and foreign 
selling owing partly to further delay 
in consideration of the Bankhead bill. 
Fluctuations were narrow and irre- 
gular within a range of 4 to 6 points. 
July moved between 12.30 and 12.25, 
closing at the latter figure, with the 
general market ending barely steady 
at net losses of 9 to 13 péints. 


The market opened easy at a decline 
of 8 to 12 points under moderate sell- 


somewhat more in evidence. Overnight 
reports from Washington that the 
house would probably postpone the 
vote on cotton control legislation while 
reconsidering the independent offices 
bill apparently caused some disap- 
pointment. 


At the same time continued quiet- 
ness in primary cotton goods markets 
and reports of limited demand for spot 
cotton in the south left traders with- 
out fresh incentives, Trade price fix- 
ing was again needed in July at 
around the 12 1-4 cent level and Liver- 
pool was credited with buying here 
on differences.

Wheat closed firm, 1-4 to 5-8 above 
yesterday’s finish, corn unchanged to 
1-8 higher, oats 1-8 to 1-4 advanced, 
and provisions unchanged to 12 cents 
down. 

Corn and oats were accorded sup- 
port .owing to prospective export de- 
mand for corn from the United States 
and as a result of a further rise in 
prices of Argentine corn. 

Provisions declined, responsive 
downturns of hog values.

Market traders and observers tonight 
had little to relieve the confusion ever 
the current outlook for all immediate 
trading. 

Today found another session of vir- 
tually no consequence. Prices estab- 
lished no trend. The close was irt- 
regular. The Dow Jones averages 
showed industrials and utilities ad- 


vancing and railroads declining, but 
the changes were small fractions. Vol- 
ume was less than that on Thursday. 

While the labor problem is the chief 
bearish note in Wall Street, the gen- 
eral uncertainty involving all markets 
—commodities as well as securities— 
is greatly responsible for the apathy 
shown towards the market. One cot- 
ton broker today did not publish his 
regular letter, saying the situation in 
that market was far too mixed to 
Warrant any attempt at analysis. The 
same situation prevails in most of the 
other markets. 


LABOR SITUATION. 

Wall Street watched the labor sit- 
uation more closely than any other 
point. There was a little cheer when 
advices came from Washington that 
there was a hope of settling the sit- 
uation among motor car employes be- 
fore the general strike is called on 
Monday. But it was just a flimmer 
of hope and lacking any further an- 
nouncement, traders tonight still wor- 
ried over the situation. : 

Another group being watched are 
the railroad workers who are consid- 
ering the proposal to extend their 10 
per cent wage cut for another six 
months. 

Other minor labor difficulties also 
are receiving attention. 

SILVER PROBLEM. 

The silver crowd—both those inter- 
ested in the metal and those inter- 
ested in the producing companies—has 
a problem all of its own when analysis 
is needed. Secretary Morgenthau’s 
statement Thursday that nothing 
would be done for silver now smashed 
their hopes. Today Speaker Henry 
T. Rainey bolted from the administra- 
tion position and announced he would 
attempt to force two pending silver 
bills through the house on Monday. 
Anyone’s guess was good on which 
side to stand. 

The distidery group had another 
problem. Immediately confronting the 
companies is the unlimited importa- 
tion to be permitted next month. Vast 
stores of American spirits and wines 
are on hand. Retailers are advertis- 
ing all sorts of sales trying to unload 
before the foreign liquor comes in. Yet 
many of the big American distillery 
companies have foreign connections 
and will profit by importations while 
possibly suffering some by decline in 
home-manufactured output. 

Business reports tonight were not 
many. Car loadings as reported today 
showed an advance over the preceding 
week, slightly more than seasonal, but 
rails showed little response. Retail 
trade continues to improve, Dun & 
Bradstreet, Inc., reported with the 
spring peak still not reached. Some 
fairly favorable earnings reports were 
announced.

TRADE REV NOTES 
GONTNUED UPTURN 


1934, by United Press.) 


NEW YORK, March 16.—(/)—De- 
spite some irregularities in the heavy 
industries, the general volume of trade 
continues to expand on a larger scale 
in connection with demands for spring 
merchandise, said Dun & Bradstreet 
in their weekly trade review today. 

The review notes that although some 
increase in unemployment has occur- 
red in districts where industries huve 
been unable as yet to fully absorb 
workers being laid off by abandon- 
ment of CWA projects, “both produc- 
tive and distributive volume for the 
balance of March give indications of 
outdistancing all figures of the last 
three years.’ 

“Some irregularities,” continued the 
review, “have developed in the heavy 
industries, but production of consum- 
er goods is showing increases averag- 
ing 40 per cent more than that of 
1933. 

“Despite the severest wintry weath- 
er that has prevailed in 20 years, re- 
tail sales in February made an ex- 
cellent gain over the January fig- 
ues. while the total reported for the 
first half of the current month has 
risen 50 to 65 per cent, due to the 
more favorable temperatures, the in- 
creasing demands for Easter merchan- 
dise and the reduced sales totals of a 
year ago, when the bank moratorium 
brought an almost complete cessation 
of demand.” 

Wholesale markets, the review as- 
serts, are reaching a higher pitch of 
activity than at any time since last 
August. 

“Postponed orders are beginning to 
swamp some wholesalers as road sales- 
men sent in more business than last 
week, and mail orders from country 
districts were nearly doubled in some 
instances, Volume for the week ranged 
from 60 to 80 per cent ahead of last 
years, with more lines sharing in the 
better percentage of gains recorded.”

NEW YORK, March 16.—Raw sugar was 
easier today and prices declined 5 points un- 
der continued liberal offerings of duty-frees.

off, with the market closing net unchanged 
to 1 point higher.

STORM RELIEF BOARD 
ASKS TO BE DISSOLVED 


Harrington Says Poor Show- 
ing Made; Disaster Insti- | 


tute Held by Red Cross. | 


Recommendation ‘to Mayor James 
L. Key that the Atlantic tornado re- 
lief fund committee be dissolved be- 
cause of the poor showing made iu 
raising money was contained in a let- 
ter to the mayor Friday from W. Eu- 
gene Harrington, fund director, while 
in another phase of Red Cross work, 
60 state workers held what they term- 
ed as a “most successful” disaster 
institute at the Piedmont hotel with 
Henry M. Baker, disaster relief ex- 
pert, as principal speaker. 

With less than $4,000 in cash re- 
ceived by the Atlanta committee and 
with pledges which will bring in only 
about $500 more, Mr. Harrington told 
the mayor, who appointed the Atlanta 
committee, that he believed the ef- 
forts of the volunteer workers were 
being wasted because of the lack of re- 
sponse to their appeal for money to 
aid victims of the tornado which did 
heavy damage at Bowdon and in sev- 
en other Georgia counties. Mayor 
Key has the letter under advisement 
but said he had not yet decided what 
procedure to take in the matter. 

Methods of organization in Red 
Cross relief work were outlined to 
representatives of Georgia chapter 
Friday by Mr. Baker, who is a una- 
tionally known authority og emer- 
gency relief work. Brigadier General 
James H. Reeves, of the fourth corps 
area, presided at the all-day session, 
which was arranged by Stone J. 
Crane, field representative of the Red 
Cross. 

Others who spoke and had parts 
on the program were Major Louis A. 
Falligant, of Albany; Tom Linder, 
representing Governor Eugene Tal- 
madge; Miss Viola Burks, of La-| 
Grange; Dr. J. L. MeGirt, of Carroll- 
ton; T. J. Aycock, of Carrollton; Lieu- 
tenant J. E. Womble, of the Naval 
R. O. T. C., at Georgia Tech; D. W. 
Brosnan, of Albany; A. L. Grubbs, 
of Macon; Mrs. W. E. H. Search, 
of Griffin; A. S. Howell, of.the state 
devartment of education, and Dr. f.| 
B. Rice, of Greensboro. 

Co-operation of the weather bureau 
in predicting as far as possible storms 
and tornadoes in various sections of 
the state was promised the workers 
by George W. Mindling, United States 
meteorologist here. 

Mr. Harrington expressed regret 
that more money has not been raised 
in Atlanta for the relief of the storm 
victims at Bowdon. Atlanta’s quota 
was $15,000 but less than a third has 
been raised. 

Many other Georgia cities over- 
subscribed their quotas, Crane said.
